Now to do this it must he com ­ 
pulsory for every farmer to com ­ 
ply and those who do not com ­ 
ply should 
be penalized 
25 per 
cent on all prrtducts 
raised 
and 
sold, and all grain 
dealers 
and 
i ginrrs and m anufacturers should 
be penalized 25 per cent of cost of 
products bought out of U. S. 
Prices on cattle, hogs and sheep 
to be reasonable, according to sup­ 
ply and demand, m aximum and 
minimum guaranteed. 
This plan would take up all e x ­
